MVh. Brown tliinks cho ^wnkonod at 
about three Friday m'jrninf^ and in con- 
fident thdt the porch clinibHr was in ihe 
room at llio time. 

She called out, '»Fred. h that you?" hut 
cot no answer. She hud tliouffht Ihxt 
slitfht noiseR hIio heiird in the upper portion 
of tho boiiHe and later in her very room 
raiRht have l>een made by her son, Fred 
Brown of the Lvon store, who haii the room 
on the Bame floor of llio residence. 

Uifjht after thin sh'e heiird the door of 
the clfllhes clnxet creak sliuhtly and thinks 
that herethe porch climber made his exit. 
She cave tho alarm ri^ht afterwurdB by 
awakening her eon Fred, and Mr Brown 
The Brown trousers were found on tho 
roofoftbo porch outsidothoslidinif window 
throutfb which Ihe porch climber had en- 
^ tered and under a tree was found the wal- 
let, with $27 KODO but the papers left. . 

Had the porch climber ncnetruted to the 
son Fred's room be woald have bad a 
larger haul as younff man had hia jewelry 
spread out on the dresser and also a large 
«umofrafiny» 

Later it develops that when Mrs Brown 
awoke she called to koow if the porch 
climber was her son Fred and if be needed 
"any help," when the unknown granted a 
, neftative and later Fred himself -awoke 
and denied having spoken. 

The Brown place,' it is claimed, has been 
robbed three times, each time by ono who 
apparently knows whore to look for valu- 
ables. It is thoagbt that the robber is seek- 
ing to got the belongings of Fred Brown.

THE SALOONS 

It has long been' thought that on effort 
would be mado to repeal tho Illinois local 
option law, but just what steps were to be 
taken bad not Iwen kna,wn until Stiturday 
when the opponants of the bill made known 
what measures were to bo adopted in car- 
rying on the fight (d Sprinufield. ■ 

The new law is to modeled on the Penn- 
sylvania Btatute and will'take the licensing 
of snioons away from thp municipalities 
except in tlie minor matter of fixing the 
amount of tho license fees, and vest it in 
the circuit court juduea. 

The judgei are to have abspluln control 
of the number of saloons, will pitas oh the 
cbnracter of the men grunted licenses, and 
Kcnerally exercise a direct control 6f the 
liquor bu-inesa No brewtr or distiller 
will be permitled to own a saloon, or even 
become tho liotidamen of tlie owner. Tbi- 
hilt has already been drawn. 

Should the liquor interests fall to gain 
their point, thny will endeavor to have 
clianges made in the pref-ent hiw'fcoiue of 
which are important; namely, prohibit 
voters residing outside of the city limits 
from votimr whether or not a city should 
have saloons. Also to prohibit the antia 
from voiing oftoner Ihan thf liquor inter- 
ests aro allowed to by tho present law.

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In some sections of Illinois fiirmers are 
grubbing their hedges and decreasing the 
width of the roadway from sixtv-Bix feet to 
forty.fourfeet. It is declared that land is 
too valuable to allow so much of it to be 
wasted. In early days when land could be 
bought for a dollar or two an acre, a road 
did not matter. But land running from' 
$150 to $200 nn acre 18 a different matter. 

This lessoning of the width of the widest 
roads, it is declared, wiil work a two-fold 
benefit. Not only will it mean more land 
brought under cultivation to tho financial 
advantage of the farmers, but it will also 
lead to a greatly needed road improvement. 
At present when the roads are greatly cut 
up in the center tho practice is todrive oq 
the sides. This gives temporary relief to 
the driver, but it does not improve the roada. 
One great objection to improving thoroada 
has been tho expense. But the expense of 
draining and graveling or macadamizing 
a forty-four foot. road would ho consider- 
able less than on aixty-aix foot'road. 

If it be argued that the cost would still 
bo heavy, it is enough to aoy that the profit 
gnined from the cultivation of the twenty- 
two feet reclaimed from a road would go a 
long way toward piiying tho fXDonBO of 
thorouRhly improving tho roadway. Tho 
upshot of it all would bo a permanent ad- 
dition of considerable land to tho farm to 
add to ita value, and tho roadways good in 
all weather and at all seasons, which would 
also increase tho value of farms besidea 
proving a great boon to tho public. 

Tho one argument ogaincl, the narrower 
road ie the increasing number of automo- 
biles. Present roada are narrow for not a 
fpw horaoB while passing the "deyil 
wiigona." " ''''

When she reichud the gale to 
Father Schuette's yard, she opened it and 
ran in, hiding behind a large trRO. Slie' 
had heard the fellow following herand hod 
seen a aecoijd man join him. However, 
she got inside the yard and kept quiet . a 
few miniitcfi, after which sho peered out 
and saw the puir standing down on Marion 
street and McKinley avenue. She then 
crept quietly out of the y.ird nnd made her 
way home, being molested no further. 

Mrs. Lawrence said of the mutter: "I 
know I would recognize the firHt mun if I. 
sbnulil see him again. Ho was tall, fait* 
complexion and wore a stiff hat and long 
coat, I did not see the neciind m;m closely 
but saw him stamling iicro!<a the street 
from wliore the first riian stood when lie 
orderorl me to throw up my hands. I be- 
lieve the fellow waa so surprised that I did 
not obey, that he waa dumfounded and 
allowed mo to get a start on him or he 
woiiln have overtaken me. I never ran m 
fast in my life and feel that this fact; to- 
gether with my running into the church 
yard , was what saved me from being 
knocked down and robbed, I did not bap- 
pen to have much money with me and they 
would therefore not have got much. 

Mrs. Lawrence says she was almost pros- 
trated after she got home and therefore did 
not think to notify the police or even go to 
the homo of her brothers, the Rectenwald 
boys, across the street, and tell thtm. Now 
she wishes she hud told them for she be- 
lieves they could have overtalien the fellowa 
as' they stood about the corner for a time 
after she left the.vard. 

The whole, affair was a eeneaiional one 
OB the atreetin question is usually traveled 
by man)? persons at that time of night, 
going to and from town.

Many doctors are thinking quite eer- 
iourly over tho- request of tho Bupervisors 
that bids be submitted fortaking care of all 
the poor of the county, in accordance with 
a call for which appears in another column. 

VuriouB points are made by various doc- 
tors and thoro is a statcmont made by one 
which contiains features of the inlei-eat and 
value: 

"Of course it ia impossible for one doctor 
to look after all tho work of caring for nil 
poor of the county but whoever gets tho 
job will have the right and will have to, in 
fact appoint asslstanta all over the county. 

"The doctor will of course havo to bid 
high enough so ho can pay the doctors 
whom he engages to aid him in the work. 
These ^deputies will have to bo several 
in number becauso ono or two could' not 
get arouqd to tho many points where they 
would bo needed.v 

It ia stnted that at one time a number of 
years ago. Lake County had one county 
doctor for the poor hut the duties increased 
loauch an extent that the plan was nban- 
dondd,/: ;;;'',' . 

One doctor in opoaking of the matter 
claimed that a doctor, t9 lake charge of the 
worlcandlook.nfte'r'itair.tho time Would 
havo to givQ op hia regular practice because 
he would havo little time to (Jo anything 
oIbo but make trips to'ioqt.ho'poor.

Since her return from the hospital she 
had been in the best of spirita and it was 
believed that she hud rpcovered from all 
thought of pelf destruction. She was talk- 
ing and laughing at the supper table when 
her husband left. When he returned he 
immediately miuaed his wife and asked 
for her. the oldest son replied thiit she bad 
uona out of the back door. He immediate- 
ly went to. the ha<>ement and struck a 
match, oy its flash he beheld the body of 
his wife hanging almost at his elbow, he 
called to tha boy for a lamp and j«rking 
out bis knife slashed the rope. 
- CoHhrnore says - there was- Btill a 
breath of lifts Inft but as he laid hor gently 
on the 11 lor she sighed once and was dead. 
Cashmore at the time was to stunned to 
realize his loss. Ho suid " I can't under- 
stand now Imt tomorrow I may, if I hiid 
only had the lamp with me I micbt have 
tayed her," As Mrs. Ca^hmoro waa un- 
able to walk on aec-ount of her.onklo her 
husband had bonuht her a pair of crutches 
by the aid of vhich she could get around 
a little. She had taken them to the base- 
ment with her, but must have dragged 
herself down the steps. 

Taking clothes line she doubled it two or 
tbreo times, tying it to the braces between 
the joiBta of the floor above. Stepping on 
an overturned tub she fastened the ropes. 
All this while thechildren had been play- 
ing above, not having time to miss her. 
There are three children. 

Neighbors immediately came to the help 
of Mr. Cashmore, putting tho children to 
sleep and helping him in all ways they 
could. All were deeply Bbocked and ex- 
tend* d him their sympathy. 

Tha verdict of the coroner^s jury was 
aimply one of suicide by hanging. A let- 
ter written in Swedish left by Mrs. Cash- 
more inviting hnr brother Kospar and bis 
family to Christmas dinner was cheerful 
in tone.

About two hundrtid and fifty farmers 
and dairymen of this vicinity attended the 
meeting held in the opera house at this. 
place Monday evening. The farmers were 
enthusiastic over their purpose and mani- 
fested a vigorous protest a^fainst the new 
milk ordinance of Chicago. 

The meeting was called to order at eight 
o'clock and Eugene Wilton was chosen 
to act as chairman pro tern and A. B. John- 
son was selected as secretary pro tern . 

Upon an invitation from chairman Wil- 
ton Dr. Beihn of the Department of Health 
of the city of Chicago, who, however was 
not present as arepreaentativeof that body 
stepped forward to make a few remarks 
which were along the line of explaining 
why Chicago had to adopt nn ordinance to 
protect itself from infected milk." He 
pleaded with the farmers that, while tho 
tubercular tent might seem hard at first, 
in time it would enable them to get bet- 
ter prices for their product, etc, Murmera 
of discontent were heard all the evening 
for the farmers teel that it is a personal 
ai tack on^ their business, and while they 
feel that the big milk organizntiouB in 
MoHenry county, such as Borden, would 
like to have them boycott Chicago with 
their milk, they realize that it ia almost 
impOflsiblH for them to do so. 

This nineting wan tho most important 
and (he most largely attended\,of any so 
farhdd by the farninrsof Lake Counly and 
they plalidy uianifflMt.'d their feelings in 
regard to the strinifcnt measure adopted 
by the Chicaj^o healih b,)nrd. The pur-, 
po-^e of Ibis meeting wkr to ■ tjik-i rttip-* to 
form an oriranizilion One prominent 
farmer sayj* "that while farmers oppcJse Hie 
Chicago ordman-e. most of the faniiers in 
the county have gone ahead and had'lheir 
herds tested. However ho explains tho 
purpose of onranizilion in this way— they 
want to organize because they wishto pro- 
tect thpraselves in the fulun*, not to boy- 
cott Chicago, but, possibly, to'raise the 
priceof milk, etc.*'

BY NATION.

If present plans do not miscarry, 
and if tho people of Arizona are per- 
mitted to havo their way, a little cor- 
ner of tho Painted desert, equal to two 
townships In area, will soon bo de- 
clared a national monument, and set 
aside for preservation forever In Us 
present condition, for the usd and en- 
joyment of tho whole people. 

There ls.no more beautifully Indefl- 
nlte term In American geography than 
"the Painted desert" Thero are rail- 
road maps that confine tho name to 
a narrow strip of territory along the 
Little Colorado river; but anyone fa- 
miliar with the southwest knows that 
there arc at least a half score of other 
regions of equal or greater extent 
fully as deserving of tho title. Georgo 
Wharton James doOnes tho Painted 
desert region as extending from the 
nio Grando west to tho Calico moun-. 
tains,' the Salton sen, the Mojavo des- 
ert. Its northern limits aro some- 
where among the plateaus of southern 
Utah, whllo Its southern boundary 
must bo sought somewhere .down In 
northern Mexico. It Includes the Col- 
orado desert, the Grand canyon, the 
Mongollon plateau, the Tonto basin, 
the Verdi, Hasaayarapa and Salt river 
valleys, the Petrified forest and the 
Superstition mountains. Not all of 
this vast region is desert in character, 
and only a relatively small portion of 
Its desert expanses deserves to bo do- 
Bcrlbcd as painted. 

Yet the conditions of color and bare- 
ness tliat flrst suggested the name ex- 
ist In places throughout this whole 
vast stretch of country. Paris of it are 
as fertllo as any of tho world's garden 
spots. It contains somo of the noblest 
virgin forests In America, Including a 
number of national forests, aggregat- 
ing many millions of acres in extent. 
It Is crossed by tho Continental divide. 
Tho lofty peaks of the San Francisco 
and San Mateo mountains, as 'well as 
tho lesser heights of the Zunl. Super- 
stition, Mogollon, Pinal and other 
ranges aro withhi Its borders. It is 
crossed by one ot the great rivers of 
America — tho Colorado; and a hundred 
smaller streams, such as tho Little Col- 
orado, the Qlla and Virgin rivers, Bill 
Williams Fork and Havasu, Walnut, 
Oak, Willow, Diamond and Dluewater 
creeks drain otbor portions. Portions 
of the desert area are mere wastes of 
natural sand — but other portions are 
chaotic "bad lands," upon which the 
Master Painter of tho universe has 
spread a divine harmony of color that 
shames tho wildest flights' ot the Itna- 
gtnatlon. 

Transcontinental travelers never 
fail to wonder at and odmlro the 
standing rocks, red cliffs, black lava, 
precipices, extinct volcanic craters 
and tall white walls that lend variety 
to tho view tho whole way from Islcta 
to Gallup. West of the Colorado river, 
the chocolate-colored mountains and 
hills that shado from gray to black, 
and from brown to crimson compel the 
notlco of the least observant All these 
are of the Painted desert — but they are 
no more than tantalizing bints of the 
greater glories that lie beyond the car 
window perspectlvo. 

Most of those who forsake tho Pull- 
mans and ever after boast of a close 
view of the Pointed desert inspect It 
only as on Incident ot a trip to the 
strange towns of the HopI Indians— a 
long arid wearisome Journey of a hun- 
dred miles or, more from Canyon Dia- 
blo, Winslow or Holbrook. The por- 
tions one sees on such a trip are not 
those most worthy of Inspection — for 
the wagon roads follow the lines of 
least roststanco, irrespective of the 
scenery. Novertholess, no traveler 
over either route will ever forgot tbo 
wide outlook over the gaudy, supor- 
hcated sands, tho fantastic sky lines, 
the black, grim volcanic craters and 
basalt cliffs, tho orange and carmine 
"bad lands" of the Painted desert. 

Its coloring Is as rich as that of the 
Grand canyon, and more varied. The 
prospect Is limited only by tho powers 
of human ilslon. The winds and 
storms and ' rushing ■waters of ages 
have chlaokd basalt; clay and sand- 



stone into Images, columns, menu* 
raonts, towers and strange, fantaatlo 
forms that have no names. Irrespec- 
tive of Its coloring. It would deserve to 
rank among the world's wonders. Yet 
Its coloring Is the greatest wonder" of 
all. Here may he seen a red wall 500 
feet high and 100 miles long. Yonder 
Is a coal black cllfC of hardened lava 
rising from a valley floor of snowy 
alkali. From any vantage point, ono 
may survey 'a\ glowing landscape that 
shows 100 shades of pink, gray, red, 
chocolate, carmine, crimson, mauve, 
brown, yellow and ollvo. Near Indian* 
Wells Is a seemingly Interminable lino 
of tall rock aentlnela, all garbed in dif- 
ferent hues, on guard In this land o^ 
enctiuntment. No wonder tho Spanish 
eiplbrers, when they flrst beheld It 
more than 350 years ago, named It "EI 
Pintado Deslerto." 

Nino miles north of Adamana IS; 
Dead River canyon, from the rim oC 
which ono obtains a view of the Paint- 
ed desert that can hardly bo matched 
for scenic Interest. Tho drive re- 
quires not moro than two hours, over 
a road that derives more than ordlnarj' 
Interest from tho clrcumHtanco that it- 
crosses the old Central Overland stage 
route, tlio far western extension of 
the historic Santa Po trail. Although' 
this has not been traversed for more 
than a quarter of a centurj'. the deepi 
ruts worn by the wheels of. tho slngo 
coaches, freighting caravans nnd prai- 
rie schooners of tho emigrants, bound' 
for the far-off land of gold In tho excit- 
ing years that began with '49, are still 
plainly visible. 

Jiist on the brink of tho canyon Is' 
an ancient cedar tree, the only one for 
miles around. Tradition has It' that 
hero was tho famous rendezvous and 
camping plnco of a band of dcspcni- 
docs and cattle bustlers that terrorized 
this part of Arizona for many years. 
Honco Iho spot is locally famous as 
tho "Ilobbers' Roost," 

To describe even the small portion 
of the Painted desert visible from 
Robbers' Uoost Is as hoiielcss as to 
describe nn Arl?.ona sunset. As far aa 
the eye can carry Is a succession of 
huttes, terraces and castellated hills 
that Boem to display all the colors of 
tho rainbow. Pervading all Is tho mys- 
tic purple haze of tho arid lands that 
blends chaos Itself Into a symphony ot 
color more celestial tlion of this sordid; 
earth. Away off to the northwest la a 
black, flat-topped mesa, beyond which' 
lies the land of the HopI IndlanSj^Jo*- 
the north Is tho land of the Navajos^— 
the American Bedouins. But this Is 
desolation Itaolf, uninhabited ovon by 
tho hardy tribes that find' In tho desert 
a congenial home. At one's feet is tho 
sandy, boulder-strewn bed of a forgot- 
ten rlvor whose healing flow ceased 
ages ago, when this gorgeous land of 
thirst boro a far different aspect— t 
green with tropic vegetation and melot 
dious with the songs of birds. From, 
tho parched desolation rise shimmeS 
Ing heat waves, so that one shriaka 
from the descent 'into the canJ;o& aa 
from a flory furnace. ' "' . 

However. It Is not aa bad as It looks, 
A circuitous path leads to the canyon 
floor, over glittering beds of gypsum 
and thick deposits of mineral . paint 
Near the bottom tho odge of a vast de- 
posit ot slllcifled wood Is reached. 
This Is not the famous Petrified forest 
of Arizona, which Is IB miles soiith^ 
but In many respects It Is not lesQ 
wonderful. Omdally It Is known a^ 
the North Slgillarla forest It Is pro- 
posed to set aside 72 square mllos of 
It as a national monument, that it may 
be forovor preserved as a public poA-. 
session. . 

If one's eyes bo sharp he may fln^ 
many strange and curious things mfii-. 
gled with tho sand, silox and rock 
fragments. Thero are corals and the 
fossil bones of fishes that disported 
themselves In ocean depths when- this 
lofty Arizona plateau was far bolow 
sea Jovol. There are the fossilized re- 
mains of prehistoric birds, animals and 
reptiles for which science has not yet 
Invented names. On a larger scalp are, 
a tliousand freaks of erosion— the worH 
of sandstorm and rainstorm, of wind, 
water, frost, snow, heat and all the 
IrroslBtlblo forces of nature, Yondor 
stands a host of gigantic, silent atone 
flgurcH— some of almost angoilc beau- 
ty, and othors diabolic In tlieir gr&i 
tesqueness— among which Colorado'^] 
Garden of the Gods might bo lostabi^l 
passed by unnoticed, so numerous ar^j 
tho greater wonders. 
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Tho safest way of not being rr.IitAj 
able Is not to expect to b3 hnon"^: 
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|1THIN a fow days our ears will 
be filled with the dcafeu- 
Ing crash of people breaking 
thefr New Year's resolutlona. 
Three mnilon sets of Iron-clad 
■ non-combustiblo American "nev- 
dr-agalns" cruahed to earth will 
remain there until dug up again 
the night of Dcconibor 31, 190D. 
What has the Now Year in 
store for you, Joy or sorrow? 
Fow to-day realize what'or whore 
they will DO before the end of 
1909, and attempts to prognos* 
tlcato probably would bo vain. As far as destiny 
Is concerned the world literally lives "from hand 
to mouth." Wo can only guess at what the next 
year will bring. 

For William Jennings Bryan 1909 means more 
lectures at so much por night. For William How- 
ard Taft, 1909 Is a year of glad rejoicing, for on 
'March 4 ho assumes the prcsldonllal chair vacated 
by Theodore noosovolt. Four years ago when an 
attempt was mado to relegate Mr. Taft to tho 
bench of, the supremo court of tho United States 
ho little suspected that he was material to All tho 
choir at the head of tho nation.

Guide Throttles Wolves in White House 




WASHINGTON.— Real wicked and 
ravenous wolves, such as are sup- 
posed to chase the traveler through 
the woods on a cold, snowy winter 
night, were slain before the eyes of 
Prosident Roosevelt In the east room 
of the White House the other evening, 
nothing but the naked hands being 
utilized to perform this feat. 

The wolves were not stationary, but 
In actual motion. The entire affair 
was so realistic tliat some of the dis- 
tinguished guests invited to witness 
the performance shied toward the win- 
dows, tlilnking they would rather 
chance a leap In the dark than the 
animals In sight 

John Abernathy, the far famed wolf 
killer and western guide, officiated as 
stage manager and did all the killing. 
His alone were the naked hands that 
stificd the panting breath of the un- 
fortunate wolf. He has a reputation 



for doing this sort of thing and wanted 
to live 'up to it. Ho was successful. 

Mr. Abernathy gave a lifelike exhi- 
bition of wolf hunting at tho White 
House by- the medium of a series of 
moving pictures. The slides lllus^ 
trated a wolf hunt as conducted by 
Abernathy, who, in conquering his 
quarry, eschews the use of any deadly 
weapon. 

Abernathy, who Is now marshal of 
tho state of Oklahoma, served as guide 
for the president on one of his recent 
hunting trips. Realizing the value of 
his spectacular exploits the wolf killer 
recently made a prolonged excursion 
into the woods, taking with him the 
facilities for procuring characteristic 
pictures. The result Is about 0,000 
feet of moving films which graphically 
portray the whole contest 

The exhibition was given on a huge 
canvas, arranged for tho purpose and 
among the Interested spectators wero 
Prof, and Mme. Ferrero and George 
Shiras III., whose achievements as a 
"camera hunter" have engaged tho at* 
tentlon of naturalists.

New Faces Seen in Hoii$e and Sen^^te 




IN the make-up of the Sixtieth * con- 
gress for this last short session 
there will bo nine new faces — two In 
tho senate and seven In the house. 

In the senate Carroll S. Pago has 
been elected by tho Vermont legisla- 
ture to the vacancy caused by the 
death of Senator Redfield Proctor, 
which had been temporarily filled, un- 
der gubernatorial appointment, by 
John W, Stewart 

The other new senator— a man 
whose name has figured la trans-Mla- 
slsslppl politics for a good many years 
— is Albert B. Cummins of Iowa, who 
takes tho place of the late William B, 
Allison. 

In the house the seven new men 
are: O. C. Wylle, Second Alabama dis- 
trict; Henry A. Bamhart Thirteenth 
Indiana; Albert A. Estopinol, First 
Louisiana. John P. Swazey, Second 
Maine; FYank E. Guernsey, Fourth 
Maine; Otto G. Folker, Third New 
York, and Charles H. Burke, South 
Dakota, at large. Mr. Swazey takes 
the place of Charles E. LIttleflold, for 



years bno of the moat prominent Ilg- 
urea In the house. Mr. Llttlefield r&- 
signed last spring. 

The number of deaths during tho 
present congress Is three or four times 
the. usual number for the same length 
of time. 

The first man to fall since tho open- 
ing of the Sixtieth congress was John 
T. Morgan of Alabama, who died June 
11, 1907. A month later his colleague, 
Edmund W. Pettus, expired. Decem- 
ber 23, 1907, Stephen R. Mallory of 
Florfda passed away. His successor 
was William J. Bryan, who died Iqst 
March. Asbury C. Latimer of South 
Carolina died February 20, 1908, and 
March A, 1908, Redfleld Proctor -of 
Vermont was added to the death roll. 
The next victim was William P. Whito 
of Maryland. The last and most illus- 
trious of all was William B. Allison of 
Iowa, the undisputed leader of the 
upper house. 

A noticeable feature In the long roll 
of deaths was the fact that most of 
the men who possed away were among 
the patriarchs of the senate. Senator 
Pettus was 86 years old; Senator 
White, 84; Senator Morgan, S3; Sen- 
ator Allison, 79; Senator Proctor, 77; 
Senator Mallory, GO, and Senator Lati- 
mer, 67. Senator Bryan, however, was 
one of the youngest men In the ^en- 
ate. He was 32 years old when he 
died. 



Sherman May Attend Roosevelt Church 




WITH the retirement of President 
Roosevelt from ofllce many peo- 
ple suppose that the German Re- 
formed church on Fifteenth street will 
no longer be the center of Intorost 
which It now Is on Sunday mornings. 
Interest may be lessened, hut it Is 
expected that Dr. Schick will still 
have a distinguished official to preach 
to In the person of Vice-President- 
elect James Schoolcraft Sherman. 
LIko President Roosevelt, Mr. Sher- 
man Is a member of tho Dutch Re- 
formed church, an organization that 
has no place of worship In this city.

When Mr. Roosevelt first came to 
Woahlagton, Dr. Schick, pastor of the 
Qermr^n Reformed congregation, which 
occupied a modest little building hard- 
ly more than a chapel, wrote to him 
and said that as there was no Dutch 
Ref-Drmed church In Washington, he 
would bo pleased If Mr. Roosevelt 
would worship with his flock. 

Mr. Roosevelt was not then presi* 
dent of the United States. He wrote 
and said that he would oome to his 
church, and nearly every Sunday 
morning he can be found in bis pew 
taking part In the service and listen- 
ing to Dr. Schick's sermons. Members 
of the congregation say' that President 
Roosevelt has a liking for certala 
hymns and that he Joins lustily in tho 
singing of them. There is no Cliolr In 
Dr. Schick's church, the music being 
rendered entlrel/by tho congi-ogatlon, 
led by the precentor. 

It is thought that If Dr. Schick's at- 
tention is called to tho fact that Mr. 
Sherman Is In the samo position re- 
ligiously as was Mr. Roosevelt ho will 
send him an Invitation to become a 
member of his flock during his Wash- 
ington residence. 



Estimated Cost of Taking New Census 
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SN. D. NORTH, director of the cen- 
• sua, has written a letter to Sec- 
retary Straus, his Immediate superior, 
asking for an appropriation of not 
less than 1^14,000.000 with which to 
take tho tbirteenth census In 1910. 
Tho cost til tho last census, In 1900, 
exclusive oY the four annual Investlgap 
tlons and tWo biennial reports due the 
same year, was 112,620,000. The di- 
rector estimates that the cost of the 
next census due to the, fact that ho 
now has a regularly organized oiHCe, 
win ho only MIO.OOO more than tho 
(BensuB of 1900. 

If tho work can be accomplished 
for this sum, it will bo the first tlmo 
in the history of the nation that a 
census has been taken and compiled 
at practically the same coat aa the 
prior enumeration. Formerly the In- 
crease In tho coot of the census from 
decode to decade hoB been about 60 



per cent, and on this basis the cost 
of the thirteenth census proper, ex- 
clusive of the four annual and tho two 
biennial reports, would bo ?18,760,000, 
nearly ?0,000,000 more than the dlreo-. 
tor estimates the actual cost will bo. 
An important means of bringing 
about this saving Is the fact that tho 
bureau will build and own the neces- 
sary tabulating apparatus Instead of 
renting It as heretofore. On July 1, 
1905, the apparatus which had been 
used In tabulating the census of 1900 ' 
and which was owned and operated by , 
a private company was withdrawn': 
from the bureau of the census be- 
oauso the company and the director 
could not agree on the rental. .The 
withdrawal' of the machines compelled 
the director to oak congress for; an 
appropriation for experimental work 
In developing now mechanisms to bo 
owned, controlled, and operated by 
the government. The results of this 
experimental work ,hBve exceeded all 
expectations. \ The new mechanisms 
Invented aro novel. In plan and design, 
are of greater speed and efllclonoy 
than those they superBede, and can' 
be built and operated at a saving In 
money as compared with preview exrJ

At the solicitation of Clarence J. 
Shearn. attorney for tho Hearst pub- 
lications, and without any objection 
being raised on the part of Assistant 
District Attorney Garvan. who had 
charge of tho prosecution, Mr. Carval- 
ho was paroled in, tho custody of his 
lawyer until December 26, for exam- 
ination. • 

Mr. Rockefeller, accompanied by hlR 
counsel. Lawyer Murphy, nppeai'od in 
District Attorney Jerome's office early 
In tho day and made complaint that 
the article published In the New York 
American of December 17, under a 
Chicago date of December IG, with 
tho head line, "J. D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
originated peonage in stockade. It Is 
said," tended to Injure his good name, 
reputation and credit and to make him 
appear ridiculous. 

He submitted a typewritten affidavit 
embodying these charges to District 
Attorney Garvan. to whom tho case 
was assigned. On tho presentation of 
the affidavits to Maglstrato Finn, he 
Issued warrants for the arrest of Mr. 
Carvalho, Bradford Morrill, treasurer, 
and Edward H. Clark, secretary, of 
the Star Company. . ' 

Mr. Can*alho was found In his of- 
fice. Merrill • and" Clark wore not In 
their offices. Mr. Carvalho took his 
arrest good naturedly. 
1 Bradford Merrfll, treasurer of tho 
I Star Company, explained Thursday 
I night that tho article at which Mr. 
Rockefeller had taken offense had 
come from Chicago in the regular rou- 
tine way, that It had not originated In 
Now York, and that an Investigation 
would be started at once. "If wo find 
that we have wronged Mr. Rockefel- 
Icr," said Mr. Merrill, "we will, of 
course, do everything In our power to 
atone for It." 



Gibbon, Neb.— Six robbers, after dy- 
namiting tho safes of the Farmers* 
State bank of Keene. at Keone, 28 
miles south of Gibbon, and tho Com- 
mercial bank of Gibbon, engaged in a 
pitched battle hero with a number of 
citizens early Friday and escaped In 
an automobile with ?5,500. Ono of tho 
robbers is believed to have been 
wounded and to have been carried off 
by his comrades, 

Tho Keene bank was first entered. 
Here two vault doors were opened by 
tho force of an explosion. The rob- 
bers secured $3,000, climbed into an 
automobile and started north. 

An hour later the robbers reached 
Gibbon and while four of their num- 
ber began work, inside of the Com- 
mercial bank, two others kept guard 
outside. Here the explosion attract- 
ed a number of citizens to tho scene, 
among them G. T. Hollowny, president 
of tho bank. HoUoway, approaching 
tho two men stationed outsldo the 
bank, accosted them, believing them to 
he acquaintances of his. For reply 
two bullets whizzed by him. one pierc- 
ing tho banker's overcoat but doing 
no harm- While a posse was gather- 
ing the i robbers Inside tho bank kept 
steadily at work, the guards mean- 
while keeping up a steady fire on the 
citizens. Finally tho citizens partly 
surrounded tho building and for 15 
minutes a lively fusllado of shots was 
exchanged. Finally, at a given signal, 
all six robbers made their escape 
through a rear door and soon made 
off, again escaping In their machine. 
An investigation disclosed blood stains 
on the bank floor, Indicating that one 
of tho robbers had been shot. Thoy 
had taken $2,B00 from the bank's 
vault Tho posse started In pursuit 
but the robbers soon gained tho lead 
and were lost to sight.

Breeding hogs ahould have short, 
atrong loga and atrong, upright pas- 
terns. 

Lack of sufllcicnt bone, as shown 
by weak, broken down pasterns, is n 
common defect, noticeable la brood 
sows, especially those that havo been 
fed largely on corn. In fact, feed ha^ 
much to do with development and 
strength of bono. A low, weak back 
Indicates weakness, and no young sow 
showing sueh a defect should be saved 
for breeding. These two defects — 
weak pasterns and backs— may bo 
readily noticed when the pig Is moved 
and often whon atandlng. Other com- 
mon faults aro coarse shoulders open 
on top, poorly sprung, short ribs and 
narrow loin. 

None but pure bred boars of good 
form ahould he used, and only those 
possessing early maturing qualities. 
By selecting vigorous, well formed 
sows of proliflc families and pure 
bred, early maturing boars of good 
quality, tho best combination Is se- 
cured. Thla combination of good 
qualities may be secured In ono breed, 
but more often hog raisers attempt to 
secure them by selecting sows of ono 
breed and boars of another. There la 
nothing radically wrong with this plan 
If market stock Is tho object still 
equally good or better results can do 
obtained by ,stlcklng to one breed and 
making a careful selection of all 
breeding stock.

OP CATTLE 

NOT A SUCCESS 

A possibility of preventing tuberculosis 
in cattle by means of vaccination has boeu 
tested by the agricultural -experiment sta- 
tion of tbe University of Wisconain, and 
a now bulletin entitled '-Vaccination 
Against Tuberculofiia in Cattle With 
Doyino Vaccine." has been published. 
Experiments were made on a Wisconsin 
herd and results showed that most bovinea 
wore rendered more resistant to the disease 
but that not all were rendered immunea, 

Tho advisability of stockmen using this 
method is questioned, in view of tho ex- 
pense of the procesSf nnd the time involved 
and the per centage of aniniala that are not 
will! rendered immune. These are all import- 
ant factors. 

The result sbowoit that out of thirty-four 
bovine vaccinated animals, eighteen sub- 
sequently gave an abnormally high tem- 
perature at one time or another, when 
tested with tuberculin, indicating infec- 
tion.

Kongo Natives Not Hcathem, ■ De- 
clare* Dr. Thorn as Lewis. 

Some curious Information In regard 
to the customs and beliefs of the na- 
tives of the old African kingdom oC 
Kongo Is contributed by Rev. Thomas 
Lewis, who aoys: "In the matter of 
preserving bodies for blirlal Kongoi, 
after the usual 'binding" In cloth; keep 
them for; two or three montba. In. their, 
houses, wherea Are Is kept burnrug;' 
but in Zombo they are suspended on 
two forked sticks In a dugout vault In 
the ground, which Is covered ovier with 
palm branches and earth. Sometimes 
the body Is placed under a specially 
built grnss'roof In the open. This Is 
not considered a burial, and four or 
Ave years ago they brought out for 
a big funeral feast and dance the 
body of an Important chief that had 
thus been preserved for over 20 years. 
In other districts the dead are thrown 
away Into a river or Into tho bush 
to bo devoured by Jackals* and vul- 
tures. 

"I hare satlafled myself," the same 
writer continues, "after 25 years of 
lite afnong them, that at tlie bottom of 
African fotlchlsm there Is the funda- 
mental belief in the existence of God 
nnd In the reality of the human soul. 
No missionary has yet, to my knowl- 
edge, been compelled to Introduce the 
name of God into any of the Bantu lan- 
guages. The name 'Nzambi' for 'Su- 
preme Spirit' Is of native origin and 
not introduced by the Portuguese, and 
has been adopted for 'God' by all mls- 
Blonarlos In their literature. The same 
Is true In regard to the name for 
'devil.' 

"The oft-repeated statement made 
by misslonarie* and travelers that the 
untaught native haa no Idea of the ex- 
istence of God Is not correct; what 
tbey mean to say Is that be has no 
knowledge of what God Is, which Is 
quite a different matter. The lack 
of this knowledge about God, while 
firmly believing that God is, ac- 
counts^for the wonderful and complex 
system which we, in our ignorance of 
the Inward meaning of It all, call 
'fetlcblsm.' "

Prince Ferdinand's assumption of 
the title of "king of Bulgaria" makes 
the number of reigning monarchs be- 
longing to the Saxe-Coburg-Gotha fam- 
ily four.

WORSHIP AT CROSS OF ICE 

Scattered Christian Tribes In Turkey 

Celebrate Christmas with Im- 

presslve Ceremonies. 



HRISTMAS Is the most sa- 
cred and most celebrated 
holiday In Russia. Contrary 
to the custom In nearly all 
other couatrles. Christmas 
there always comes on Sunday, and a 
continuous celebration is held until 
midnight on January 2. 

The Russian believes in devout re- 
ligious services In honor of the birth _ 
of Christ and each day during the 
season each family, Including all Its 
members, attends church at least 
once. On Christmas morning the most 
Important services take place. Each 
congregation marches solemnly to the 
nearest river, which is always frozen 
over, the ice being sometimes as much 
as three feet thick. 

After a large hole has been chopped 
in the ice the priest dips his cross In 
the water and prayers are pronounced, 
after which the priest holds baptismal 
exercises. Having been blessed by the 
priest the water is considered to be 
holy and as fast as the people can 
file by the .hole in the Ice bottles of all 
slses and descriptions are filled with 
the water. 

This water Is prized the most high- 
ly of anything In the home, and bottles 
of It are sometimes found a century 
or more old. Some fanatics secure 
large quantities of It and bathe in It 
at regular intervals during the year.' 

There Is one custom which many 
Americans would cherish in their own 
Christmas celebration, and especially 
the young people. It Is that of kissing, 
for on Christmas day every one steals 
a kiss from whomsoever he meets. In 
some cases, and among the older peo- 
ple, the hearty handshake li much 
used, but the younger element clings 
closely to the old style. 

Santa Claus Is unknown to Rusalan 
children, but the "Babushka," an old 
woman witch, carrylnK a long stick 
and attired in the usual wltoh ooa- 
lume, visits the homes In evexr vtl- 
l&ge and city and distributes sreetlngi 
and then comei at night and leaves 
the gifts for both old and young. 




lOHAMMEDISM Is the pre- 
vailing religion in Turkey 
and for that reason only 
the few scattered Christian 
tribes observe the birthday 
of Christ In any manner. The Mo- 
hammedan Turks have but two hoU* 
days In the entire year, those being 
"Car Bon Blram." the day of forgive- 
ness, which is the Mohammedan Now 
Year, and "Balram," the anniversary 
of the dale when Mohammed gara 
to his people his scripture. The Fri- 
day of the Christian Is the Sabbath, 
of the Mohammedan and Is observed 
by him In the same manner as Sunday 
with the Christians. 

The Christian Turks, who Include 
the Bulgarians, Servians, Monte* 
hegrlns and other smaller tribes, ob- 
serve ChrlBtmas with impressive re- 
ligious ceremonies. 

Three days before Christmas, the 
"Bladego" appoints a. delegation of 100 
men form each congregation, who go 
to the river and how out immense 
cakes of Ice, after which they con- 
struct a huge pyramid near by. A 
great cross measuring about 40 by 69 
feet and cut from the bed of loa is 
set up against the pyramid, and the 
place of worship for Christmas day 
Is completed. Early on Christmas 
morning all the people march to the 
pyramid, where the Initial exerctsea 
are conducted by the "Bladego," A 
small crucifix used by him In the exer- 
cises Is the prize of the younger men 
of the tribe, who dive Into the ice-cold 
water after It as the "Bladego" throwa 
It In. Many are drowned annually In 
this practice, but they all consider 
themselves fortunate to die while on 
such a mission. 

From the pyramid the procession 
marches to the home of the priest, 
where bread Is blessed and broken by 
the .'Bladego" and all present partake 
ut the food. .

The flght wasn't on Christmas, 
hut two or three days later, although 
for a week we had been expecting It 
That was In the Bad Lands, and our- 
New Year's day we spent in digging 
enough graves In the frozen ground 
for 29 of the cavalry who had been 
killed. 

"That wasn't a fair flghL It was 
treachery after surrender. We had 
captured about 250 bucks, and were 
disarming them. There were nearly 
as many more squaws hanging around 
with rifles hidden under their blankets' 
The medicine man was mumbling 
somethlng^all tho'llme, which didn't 
sound well, but nobody really expect- 
ed a scrimmage then, 

"But, Anally,, that 'medicine man 
stooped down, scraped up a handful of 
sand, and threw it In the air. That 
was the signal. In an .Instant bucka 
and sqtiawa fell on us with knives and 
guns. For 20 minutes It was hand-to- 
hand, and with muskets clubbed. 
That's when we lost our 29 men. 

"So that holiday season on Wounded 
Knee creek wasn't much of a Merry 
Christmas and Happy New Year sort 
of a time, but take It year in and year 
out, the soldier hasn't any fuss to 
make about his Christmas." 



SANTA'S BIOGRAPHY 



December 25 Is a legal holiday In all 
the states and territories and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. General recognition 
of Christmas In America Is of com- 
paratively modern origin. A genera- 
tion or two ago the Roman Catholic 
and the Protestant Episcopal churches 
observed the day by religious services, 
but the great body of Protestants, In 
New England especially. Ignored It as 
they Ignored Easter, sayff Youth's 
Companion. 

The Dutch settlers In New York and 
Pennsylvania observed tho day, as did 
also the English settlers In Virginia, 
and the French and Spanish colonies 
farther south. As a more tolerant 
spirit prevailed among the descend- 
ants of the Pilgrims, the Puritan ob- 
jection to. Christmas celebrations dis- 
appeared. 

Christmas was not observed even In 
the Roman Catholic church till tho 
second century after ChrlBt, when, ac- 
cording to tradition. Pope TelesphorUs 
Instituted the celebration of the anni- 
versary of the birth of Jesus. The an- 
niversary was celebrated In January. 
March, April, May and September, at 
different periods and In different parts 
of Europe and Asia, and It^was not. un- 
til the fourth century that the east- 
ern and western churches agreed upon 
December 25 as the proper day. 

The Christmas tree Is of German 
origtn and Santa Claus Is supposed to 
be akin to the Knecht Rupert of north- 
ern Germany, to whom parents gave 
their presents to be distributed to the 
children on Christmas night. Rupert 
dressed in a mask, wig. white robe and 
high buskins, went about from house 
lo house, awarding the presents to the 
young children, who supposed him to 
be a supernatural messenger. 

Krlss Kringle, another name for the 
distributor of gifts, Is a corruption of 
the German Christ Klndleln, or. Chrlst- 
chlld, from whom the Christmas gifts 
are supposed to flbme. The Christmas 
tree was practically unknown In Eng- 
land until after the marriage of Queen 
Victoria to a German prince, who In- 
troduced German customs. 

Many of theceremonles of the day 
are derived from old heathen customs 
adapted by the' Christian fathers to 
make it easy for the worshipers of the 
old gods to accept Christianity.

Stockings Hung on Door of Mother 
Abbess In French Convents. 

There grew up a custom in Christian 
countries nf giving presents In secret 
an the Vigil of St. Nicholas. 

In Italy It was. called the Zopasta, ' 
which moans In Spanish a shoo, bo- 
cause the gifts were put Into shoes to 
surprise people ^■hen* they should put 
them on In the morning. 

In many French convents the board- 
ers used to place each her silk stock- 
ing at the door of tho room of tho 
Mother Abbess, recommending them- 
selves at the samo time to St. Nicholas.* 
And in Germany a boy dressed as a 
bishop would go round In vestments 
and mltro and fill the stockings hung 
op. ^ 

Thia solemnity Of the boy bishop 
came to be kept here with much care 
and ceremony on the feast of St. 
Nicholas to commemorate his youth 
and his patronage of children. In 
Salisbury cathedral there Is, or was, 
ft monument to one of these boy 
bishops who died during his term of 
Dfllce. The same custom was observed 
in Siailn, and in Switzerland until the 
end of the eighteenth century. At one 
place In England, tho convent of God- 
■towe, In Oxfordshire, public prayers 
were said by a little girl dressed as an 
Abbess. 

The custom, stopped here first by 
Henry VIII. and afterward by Queen 
Ellrabeth, was -In a different form 
carried on by the- Dutch In America 
and became in the end the secularized 
ceremony wo still uso here of Santa 
Claus, a person dressed In Dutch or 
German winter clothes of the sixteenth 
century.
